In rfir,pnnr 5 p to 102(e) re jer. tior., Applicants have 
amended independent Claims l, '/, 11, 17 , 21 and 27 and 
r.anne-ed CLaimr, o, 6, 8 , 10, lo, 166, *l?-3, 20, 2o, 26, 29 
and 3w . Claims 2, 3, 12, 13, 22 and 23 were amended to 
better calm '..he invention. 

By :.hir, amendment, cial.-ns 1 - 4, V, e, 11 - 14, 17, 
1", 21 - 24, 2/ and 2H remain pendir.q in the Application. 
For the reasons stated more i'u__y below, Applicants submit 
that "whs claims are allowable over the applied relerenr.es. 
Hence, reconsideration, allowance and passaqe to issue are 
re spe c t LL-y r eq ue s ted . 

Ar> mentioned in the SPECIFICATION, a key feature of 
ceiii:iar telephones is text messaqlr.q, which 1* nl^o xnown 
as Short Messaqe Service (SMS). SMS is the transmission of 
nhort Tnenrjiiqe* to ar.fi fron a ceiiUiar telephone/ fnx 

machine and/or IP address. Presently, however, text

a r. o t h er - a r. d i i r. e t e _ e oh o r. e . The pre s e r. t i r: v e r. t lor. provide s 
such capabiii ty - 

Accordir.q to the teachir.qs ol the _r.ver.:.ior. f when a 
:.ex:, .ifln.saqe is sent from a first iandiine telephone to a 
second iandiine telephone, the messaqe is sent firs;. to an 
ir.termediar y device. There, an audio Li_e is made out of 
the ;.px;. messaqe. t5r.ee done, :.he intermediary device 
pj.ar.es a caii :.o :.he second iandiine telephone. When the 
caii ia answered by either a pernor. or an ar.swerir.q 
machine, the intermediary pJ.ays the audio file. Hence, the 
text nessaqe if? delivered r,r«i__y. Z L :.he _ar.d_ir.e _.s a 
diq_ta_ te.ephone both the text messaqe and the audio fi_e 
nay be downioarted :.o :.ke iandiine uftienhone . If :.he 

*and-ine telephone further has a screen to display text, 
either the text version or the messaqe or the speech 
version of the messaqe may be retrieved.
